III, And was not Tythes called a Heave-offering, and a Shake-offering, and a Wave- 
offering > And did not Chriſt by offering up himſelf once for ail the Off: rings, end all 
Not onely the Offerings of Bulls and Goats , but the Heave ans Shike-offerings of 
Tythes? And if ſo; then do nor they that hold up the Heave-offering of Tythbes, and 
Wave-offering, deny Chriſt come in the Fleſh, and offered up once for all * 

IV. Didany receive Tythes, or pay Tythes, but only the Jews, by the C. ommand of 
God ? Or had ever the Gentiles Prieſts a Command to receive Tythes, or the people of 
the Gentiles to pay them to them > Or ate we cutward Jews ? Or are they the outward 
Prieſts and Levites to whom we muſt pay Tythesnow ? | 

V. Orif you hold that Tythes are not to be paid Fare Divino, as you formerly plead- 
ed, but by the Law of the Nation, then do you make that Law not co be of God, and 10 
not being Fure Diz-7no, is it not Fure Diabeli, and from the corrupt nature and power 2 and 
how can that becalled Civil Right, which is not civilized by the power of God ? 

VI. And if you ſay the Law commands them tobe paid ro God and boly Church; will 


you ſay the Prieſts and Biſhops are God and the Church ? would not this be ridiculous ? 
ſeeing the Poor hath no part, the Widow and Stranger hath no part, according co the Law 


of God ; and that though the Jews were as the Stars of Heaven, and the Sand of theSea, 


yet the decayed Widows and Fathcrleſs, who had no Lor, were to have their Lot with 


Levi of the Tythes, that there might nor be a Pegger amoneſt them. 

VII. And after Chriſt Jeſus hadended the firſt Prieſthood, Offerings and Tythes; and 
they that were believers in him, called Chriſtians ; was there nor another proviſion made 
for the poor amongſt the Chriſtians then Tyrhes 2 as you may ſee ia the firſt Converſion, 
and the firſt Ages of Chriſtianity. that there might not be a Begger among the Chriſtians, 
 2ccording tothe Goſpel order, and Law of Jeſus, 2s you ſee inthe A#s, tromthe counſel 
of the Apoſtles, when they ſaid, Chuſe you ſeven men, fearing Gd, hating covetonſneſs, full 
of the Holy Ghoſt, to be ſet gver the Chriſtians at Jeruſalem, ro ſee that nothing be lacking 
among ther, and if nothing be lacking, all is wel]. 

VIII. Did Chriſt give any ſuch Commaandeither among the Chriſtian Jews, or Chri- 
ſtian Gentiles, that they ſhould receive or pay Tythes £ or was there any mention of 
Tythes among the Chriſtians for ſeveral hundred years atter Chriſt > and was nor the firſt 
paying of them in Ezgland, for praying of peoples Souls out of Purgatory 2

And doth nor the Apoſtle ſay, he coveted no man, Silver, wor Gold, nor apparel, that he ' 


might b: an example to all that came after him 2 And alſo ſaid to Timothy and Titus how 
Biſhops ſhould be qualified, Not covetous, nor greedy of filthy Imcre% And ſo here have 
not the Teachers and Prieſts of Chriſtendom foriaken that Order of Jeſus, and the Apo- 
ſtles, who rake Tythes of peoples Eſtates, and will nor preach without them ; and alſo 
take away the Tenths of them they donor preach to , and if they will not pay them, ſue 
them, and caſt them into Priſon « And would not ſuch, it they had been in the Apoſtles 
dayes been ridiculous, who ſerve not our Lord Feſus Chriſt, but their own Belltes ? Andif 
they were not juſtifiable then, how are they now 2 
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
